The action of Congress in takiog a recsss
ontil the first Mounday of Baptember, instead
of adjonrning until the period at which the
second session usually comwsences, has a desp
gignificance. It is evidunt that the necessity
of keeping stern watch over the President is
olearly revognized. Thers are indications that,
if he was entirely free from the constraint im-
posed by the presence of the Represuntatives
of the people, he would not hesitate to
attempt to overthrow the newly-reconstracted
Slate Governments, When Johnson, soon after
his installation in the White Houses, yislding to
the seductive inflnence of the Rebsl leadurs
who had denounced and degpised him while he
faithiully sustained the Union canss, bat who
flattered and fooled him after he bacams
President, commenved the work of restoring
olvil order in the South, he gave the key-nots
of his policy when he declared that the word
firgconstruction’ should not be used in con-
neotion with the Ruebel States—that they were
only to be *“‘reorganized’ on their old Dbasis
(with slavery prohibited), bat in no seuse to
be reconstructed. Hws has adbsred to this idea
ever since in spite of the opposition of Con-
gress and of the people, contending throagh-
out that the Provisional Governments he ssta.
blished are the only legal political organiza-
tious in the Bouth, It is nol necessary to
expose the fallacy of his assumption, for a
moment's reflection will satisfy any reasoniug
mind that Congrees, as the custodian of the
entire legislative power of the country, i3 ex-
clusively entrusted with the daty of defloing
the position of States and Territories to the
nation, this right being under the control of
the President so far as it can ba aflected by
his vetoes, bul becowing supreme when his
vetoes are overruled. Nevertheless, at

neosasary for publio security as well as privats
galvation. DBoth measnres, it must be ad-
mitted, were highly desirable; but they involve
strange contradiotions on the part of their
originators; Disraeli having for fully tweuty
yeara denounced all popular conosgsions in
England as ruinous, and Gladstons, who
rarely appears in public without & prayer-
book in his hands, haviog almost declarad
praying in the highway to be the fieat daty of

| & elatesman.

In France, matiera are in a state more con-
tradictory still. Lonis Napoleon omita no
opportunity of proclaiming that the Empire is
La Paiz, but he is constantly preparing for
war. While peacs is invariahly on his lips, he
has no less than thirteen hundred thousand
men arrayed for battle, His adberents in the
press at the same time adopt a tons which is
entirely oppos«d to his own. A pamphlst has
been lately published in Paris under Govern-
ment auspices, couuselliog an attack upon
Prussia in the aatnmo, “‘short, sharp, aud
decisive.” He almost simuollaneonsly writes
to his troops iu camp at Chalons, that he will
be with “‘the wmen;’" and his War Minister,
Marshal Niel, declares fu the Legislatare that
France was never #o perfeotly equipped for
war as now. Still the pacifis professions con-
tinne; and the latest proclamation of the
French Emperor is that he will never go to
war, excepting for the preservation of the
“honor, territory and the influsnce of Franoca,*
though what the latter termn may mesn is not
precisely known, as he may at any time enter
into a war with Prussia if he thinks she is
acquiring an uudne ascendency.

The course of Bismark is equally ambigua-
ons. He has constantly assumed a bold, if
not defiant attitude towards France, but at the
present moment he has withdrawn from public
affairs at the very time when the safety of his
gountry appears mwost menaced. Whether he
has the same reliance on the needle-gan as
before is unknown, but he has, in some de-
gree, lost his opportunity, as that celebrated
weapon is supposad to be superseded by the
new Chassepot rifle. Had Prussia advanced
against France after the memorable battle of
Sadows, she might at this tims have been the
leading power in Earope, and the French em.
pire but a name; for Lounis Napoleon had no-
toriously no means of oprosing him, and his
goldiers refased to fight in the presence of cer-
tain defeat. But, unfortunately for himself
perhaps, he refused to follow the advice of
Moltke, his impetuons commander-in-chief,
and is, possibly, expiating in chagrin, or look-
ing back with regret now on a lost opportu-
nity, when regret is idle and retrospection un-
availing.

Austria is pursning a more consistent course.
She has seemingly resisted the blandishments
of Prince Napoleon to induce har to enter into
a crusade against Prussia, with a view of en-
deavoring to regain lost influence in Ger-
many, and revenging her late Prussian deafeat;
having just disbanded 25,000 troops, and
now wisely occupied, seemingly, with
internal  improvements alone., Bat she
hag a guarrel with the Fope on hand, in
gonsequence of the recent ecolesiastioal re-
forms, which may give her some treabls for
the mowment, though she almost to & certainty
will emerge from it tricmphant in the end.
And, 8o soon as this is accomplished, she pro-
bably will make some attempt to re-acguire
her lost position in Europe; for, long one of
the most powerful, and perhaps the oldest of
all Earopean continental powers, she cannot
tacitly acquissce in being saperssded by Pras-
gia, a comparative npstart and one of the most
modern, the wore especially as moany of the
smaller German States appear to be looking to
ber for the means of escapiog from that Pras-
sian domivation to whioh they have been for
the moment vonstraived to submit,

Russia meanwhile ia making silent but
perpetual progress, The vast dream shadowed
forth in the celebrated alleged—'hough we
believe fabolons—will of Peter the Great, is
apparently on the eve of being realized, and
Europe is, as predicted by Napolaon at 8St.
Helens, nearly fifty years ago, on the
point of becoming either “‘republican or
Cossack.” In the East she has lately made

every step Auvdrew Johuson has protested
against the illegality of the Congressional
polioy, and the aim of the Rebaels and their
Democratio allies at the present time is to
indaoce him to galvanize the provisional gov.
ernments in sapite of the existing laws, so that
